KiitltiiKlaftm at Troy. 


Before 10 o'clock this morning the 


streets of Troy were alive with peoolR, 
At that hour a battalion of the national 
guards and troops met Mr. Black at hi: 
home and escorted him to the depot 
where a special train awaited to convej 
him to Albany. The crowds were enthu- 
siastic, and many residences and store!- 
were decorated in honor of the new gov- 
ernor. 


ttateriug tlie Capitol. 


At Albany station, the police were kept 


busy with the crowd. 
Here the tenth 


battalion, with four full companies under 
the command of Lieut. Colonel WUIiaD. 
Pitch, and the third brigade signal corps, 
under command of Captain Chauncey 
Williams, in gorgeous trappings, met tht 
other escortupon the arrival of the train,

1893 he waa chosen by the alumni of Har- 
vard college to be a member of the board 
of overseers. In 1894 he was elected pres- 
ident of the New England Alumni of the 
Phillips Exeter academy. 


Colonel Bancroft's ten years of public 


service, and his career, in tbe varied con- 
cerns in which he has been engaged, have 
shown him to be possessed, in rare com- 
bination, of many qualities of mind and 
hearbthat bring success. Massachusetts

Washington, Jan. 1.—Twenty-four 


months from this date the rapidly 
growing Japanese navy will be in- 
creased by the addition of two swift 
cruisers of American build. 
The con- 


tracts were signed at the Japanese 
legation by Minister Homhi, represent- 
ing the Japanese government, and 
by Messrs. Henry Scott of San Fran- 
cisco and Charles H. Cramp of Phila- 
delphia, representing the Union Iron 
works and the Cramp shipyard re- 
spectively. Shortly after the termina- 
tion of the China-Japan war, when it 
became known that Japan intended to 
build a large navy, the two American 
firms Bent agents to Tokio to secure a 
part of the work. Their efforts were 
for a time "unsuccessful, but they were 
ably seconded by the 
legation 
at 


Washing-ton, particularly by its naval 
attaches, and by the further fact,that, 
after a careful investigation of the 
great European and American navies, 
the Japanese government satisfied it- 
self that the Americans had reached 
th'j perfection of naval machinery, 
and that our engines and boilers were 
superior to those of other nations. 
These favoring influences resulted in 
the signing 
of contracts 'or 
two 


tecond-class protected cruisers, one to 
be built at San Francisco and *he other 
At Philadelphia, both to be completed 
ln two years. Tho two vessels will 
cost 53,000,000, in round numbers, 
and 
represent 
the 
latest 
and 


best type 
of marine architecture. 


Each TV ill have a displacement of 4,700 
tons, or 260 tons more than the Chica- 
go, which was one of the original 
quartet of steel vessels that marked 
the renaissance of the new navy. 
Their length over all will be 374 feet, 
frith a breadth of 48 feet, an extreme 
depth of 20 feet and a draft of 17 feet 
and nine inches. In point of speed, 
!hey will outstrip any vessel in the 
American navy except the Minneapo- 
lis, which steams a trine more than 23 
Knots an hour. The new vessels will 
make 22 1-2 knots under forced draft, 
which is a fraction faster than the Col- 
ntnbia, the sister ship to the Minneapo- 
lis. They will be constructed with 
longitudinal and transverse 
bulk- 


heads, divided into compartments, an 
armored conning tower, and the en- 
fine and boiler rooms will b'j protect- 
id underneath by a double bottom. 
Their main battery will cousKt of two 
9-inch guns, one in the forecastle and 
the other in the pooo with a sec- 
ondary battery of ten 12-centimetre 
•runs, twelve 12-pounders and six 2 1-2 
pounders. The 13-centimetre guns and 
the 32-pounders will have a broadside 
tire. Their offensive 
qualities will 


be completed by the addition of five 
torpedo tubes. 
The vessel will be 


built of the best quality of American 
steel and represent the newer types of 
American construction. The engines 
will bp triple-expansion with cylindri- 
cal boilers.
